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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE 11TH, 1889. 


—— THE following elected members were present: the Right Rev. Drs. 
Doane (Vice-President, in the chair), Whitaker, Niles, Dudley, Scarborough, 
Peterkin, Starkey and Potter; the Rev. Drs. Hoffman, Reese, Eccleston, Smith, 
Satterlee, Shipman, Swope, Huntington, Applegate, Brown and Nichols; and 
Messrs. Coffin, Stark, Low, King, Shoenberger, Mills, Whitlock, Chauncey, 
Swayne and Marvin. The Right Rev. Dr. Watson, ex-officio member, was also 

_ present. 
—— The annual appropriations were made the first business in order. It 
was found that the contributions from the Church for the twelve months end- 
_ ing June 1st would not warrant any increase in the appropriations, although 
there were numerous applications from Home and Foreign Bishops for addi- 
tional money for the purpose of putting new workers into the field. The 
appropriations for the fiscal year beginning September Ist, 1889, were made as 
follows: 
For the Domestic work (including work among the Indians, $39,- 
255), the sum of . i . $157,855 00

The details of the foregoing appropriations will be given to the Church as usual 
after the beginning of the new fiscal year. 
In connection with the same, information was received from the 
secretary of the Commission on Work among the Colored People covering the 
following resolution adopted by the Commission on the 6th of June: 

In view of the importance of maintaining the work of the Commission until after 
the close of the next General Convention, and until the end of the first quarter of the 
next fiscal year; and notwithstanding the possible deficiency during the present fiscal 


year, 
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Resolved : That appropriations for the jirst quarter of the next fiscal year be and they 
hereby are made on the basis of the appropriations already made for the current year. 


But this action does not bind the Commission to renew the appropriations on the 
same basis for the remainder of the year, or prevent it from reorganizing the schedule as 
to any diocese. 


The appropriations of the Commission for the first quarter of the new 
fiscal year, therefore (including $750 for the secretary’s salary, rent and office ex- 
penses), are $8,750, of which the Board has appropriated $5,000. The usual 
resolutions were adopted authorizing the Treasurer of the Board of Managers 
to make the disbursements for the Commission. 


—— Bishop Potter, chairman, presented and read the report of the special 
committee on a site for a Missions House, as follows: 


The committee have held several meetings and considered a number of pieces of 
property, and finally, after due consideration, they authorized the purchase of three 
houses and lots on Fourth Avenue. The property is sixty feet by seventy. The price is 
$85,000, of which $55,000 are on mortgage, and the balance, $30,000, to be paid in cash. 
Possession of the property is to be given June 15th. 


The chairman stated that pledges had been received toward the purchase 
of this property in considerable amount. 

On motion of Bishop Whitaker, the report of the committee was adopted 
by the Board of Managers. 

On motion of Bishop Scarborough it was 


Resolved: That the committee be continued with authority to receive subscriptions 
and to obtain plans, specifications and estimates for the erection of a building and to 
report to the September meeting of this Board, provided, however, that no expense shall 
be incurred for the Society. 


Communications were received from seven of the Bishops in the 
Domestic field with regard to matters pertaining to the missionary work in 
their dioceses and jurisdictions, and necessary action was taken in connection 
therewith. 


—— Communications were submitted from all the Foreign Bishops cover- 
ing their estimates of expenditure for the coming fiscal year. After striking 
out all the items looking to the appointment of additional missionaries from 

_ this country and some other items relating to proposed new work, these esti-. 
mates were adopted as the schedules for the distribution of the amount respec- 
tively appropriated. All the requests for appropriations for building purposes 
were laid aside for the time being, with the exception of an appropriation of 
$2,000, proposed at the May meeting, for the erection of a stone building for 
one department of St. John’s School, Cape Mount, which was made and placed 
at the discretion of Bishop Ferguson, and an appropriation of $5,000 from a 
contribution designated for the purpose by the ladies of St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, New York, for a church house in Hankow. 


—— By resolution the By-laws were so amended as to change the hour of 
stated meetings from 1 P.M. to 2 P.M. 
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THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1889-90. 


At the June meeting of the Board of Managers the annual appropriations 
were made for the year beginning September Ist next. The needs of the work 
demanded increase of appropriations for both Domestic and Foreign Missions; 
and these needs were urgently set forth by several of the Bishops in communi- 
cations regarding their work. In considering the basis for appropriations—the 
contributions of the twelve months preceding—it was evident that no increase 
for a new year would be justified, and the Board was obliged to resist the 
earnest calls of the Bishops for larger supplies for their respective jurisdictions. 
It was only by a liberal construction of the rule, and in the hope that the 
Church would respond at once, that the present rate of appropriations was 
maintained for the new year. 

The Board, nevertheless, yielded to the entreaties of the members of the 
Commission on Work among the Colored People, who stated that the commis- 
sion had renewed its appropriations for three months only from September 1st, 
and asked that the Board would make appropriation from the general. fund 
for that period at the rate of $20,000 per annum instead of $12,000 as at present. 
This was done. 


WORTHY TO BE REMEMBERED. 

WHILE any large advance of our missionary work will require a steady 
and constant flow of contributions from all the parishes, the systematic offer- 
ings of the many, yet to lift the work upon a higher plane and make such an 
advance as should be made will require the large gifts of individuals who realize 
that the Lord’s work deserves the most generous provision, the largest sacrifices. 

A few years ago, as we were drawing near the end of the fiscal year with 
the prospect of a deficiency, a layman called at the Mission Rooms, and laid 
down the sum of $27,000 to be divided between Domestic and Foreign Missions. 
A little more than a year ago, one who had just come into an inheritance, de- 
voted the first-fruits in a gift of $100,000 to stimulate the missionary jurisdic- 
tions to become dioceses. The influence of these large gifts has been most 
cheering and helpful, and they are worthy to be kept in remembrance and to be 
imitated this year for the purpose of reinforcing our missions. 


THE WAY TO INCREASE APPROPRIATIONS. 

In the face of strong appeals from the Bishops for means to extend the 
work, as they feel the pressure of demands and see opportunities which ought 
to be embraced, it is galling to have to refuse their reasonable requests. There 
is no help for it, however, unless the Church will supply the necessary means 
to justify increased outlay. 

It would, indeed, be extremely gratifying to be able, not only to respond to 
these urgent appeals, but to authorize the strengthening of the work wherever 
it can well be done; butso long as a majority of the congregations, among them 
some that are strong and able to give liberally, fail year after year to contribute 
anything to the general treasury for the work, either in our own country or in 
foreign lands, there will be halting and the hearts of the workers will be heavy. 
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It is within the power of the congregations and people of the Church to 
authorize an increase if the clergy in charge of the delinquent parishes will 
press the need upon their people faithfully and ask an offering from every per- 
son. It ought to be done in this year of grace 1889. What joy it would give 
if between this time and the meeting of the General Convention, which will 
mark a century of completed organization in America, every congregation 
which has not contributed this year would send an offering according to its 
means, be it little or much, to the missionary treasury! That in itself would 
give confidence. It would be the dawn of a better day and would send out 
a thrill of happiness, which would reach from the Convention to the farthest 
missionary outpost. Brethren, will you not each see to it, that so far as lies in 
your power no parish shall be reported as non-contributing in this centennial 
year ? 


WILLIAM SCOTT. 


THE death of this venerable layman, who has for many years been active 
and prominent in Church matters in connection with the Diocese of New York, 
and more especially in Calvary Parish, New York city, removes one whose ser- 
vice to the general missionary work continued until the infirmities of age com- 
pelled his retirement from the Board of Managers. The loss of these tried 
friends of missions makes it all the more important that the younger generation 
shall take a pronounced interest in sustaining and developing the work. 


THE CHURCH MISSIONS HOUSE. 


At the meeting of the Board of Managers held June 11th, the Bishop of 
New York, as chairman of the committee to secure a site for a Missions House, 
reported that the committee had held several sessions and considered numerous 
pieces of property, and that they had finally purchased a site on the east side of 
Fourth avenue, twenty feet south of Twenty-second street and adjoining Cal- 
vary Church. The property has a frontage of sixty feet on the avenue. He 
also reported that subscriptions have been received to a considerable amount. 

Upon the motion of the Bishop of Pennsylvania, the report of the commit- 
tee was unanimously adopted. 

Upon the motion of the Bishop of New Jersey it was 

Resolved: That the committee be continued, with authority to receive subscriptions _ 
and obtain plans, specifications and estimates for the erection of a building, and report 
at the September meeting of the Board. 

The site selected is admirably suited for the headquarters of this Society, © 
and for other offices and interests of the Church of a general character, On one 
of the main avenues of the city, close to Madison Square, 250 feet from the 
Twenty-third street car service, which connects with all the avenues, the situa- 
tion is most centrai, while its close proximity to one of the large churches will 
be a decided convenience. It is estimated that the cost of placing a worthy 
fire-proof building upon this site, including the price of the land, will be 
$200,000. Such a building would not only give us our rent free, but also yield 
an income to apply upon central expenses. It is desired to have the project so 
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far advanced that the building may be begun early in the coming autumn. In 
order to do this it will be necessary to carry the subscription forward with great 
energy during this summer, so that when the General Convention meets in the 
fall a sufficient sum may be pledged as a Centennial gift to complete a Church 
Missions House. ‘When completed and paid for,” writes a distinguished lay- 
man, ‘‘it will help the cause for all time.” It will be an honor to the Church 
and will so focalize the attention of the people as to prove of the greatest advan- 
tage in the future. The money should however be raised now, between seasons, 
without diverting any sum from missionary offerings. These considerations 
should suffice to kindle the enthusiasm of the laity toward this exceptional 
undertaking, and call forth the most liberal subscriptions for an object whose 
influence will go on through the years of a new century of Church life. 

The Bishops and clergy, so far as heard from, have greeted the idea most 
cordially. A venerable clergyman, whose far-seeing wisdom is recognized by 
all who know him, expresses himself as follows: ‘‘ As we are nearing the close 
of the first century of our Church’s organization in this country I think the 
present time eminently fit and proper for this work. While it will be a great 
help and an almost inexpressible convenience, it may also in some degree express 
our gratitude for the great mercies of the past and inspire confidence and hope 
for the future. By all.means let the Church Missions House speedily become 
an accomplished fact.” A clergyman in Illinois, upon hearing of it, wrote: 
“*T hope it will meet with a hearty and liberal response in the way of subscrip- 
tions, both large and small. I would gladly give a large amount if I could, but 
as I cannot, I beg to be allowed to subscribe $100;” a clergyman in Massachu- 
setts wrote: ‘<I will personally give $100 toward it;” and a clergyman in 
Pennsylvania pledged himself to give $200. In view of these expressions from 
the clergy, it should undoubtedly be true, as a Bishop writes, that ‘‘men and 
women of wealth will contribute generously to such an object as this.” 


MEMBERSHIP IN THE ONE BODY. 

BisHor GRAFTON, in delivering his first address to his diocese—Fond du 
Lac—gave expression to some wholesome counsel upon the duty of every por- 
tion of the Church participating in the missionary work of the whole Church. 
He said: 

The sense of Church unity which is so strong in the parish, and strong in its dio- 
cesan relation, ought to be stronger yet in respect of our whole American Church. It is 
one great missionary organization under its Divine head; and all its members should be 
filled with the impulse of its missionary spirit. To participate in this is to participate in 
the principle of its life and growth. For a diocese, as for a parish, to shut itself up into 
a narrow consideration of its own interests, is to die. Let me ask every parish and mis- 
sion, according to their ability, with exact and punctual diligence, to send an offering— 
if they have not done so already this year—to the Foreign and Domestic Board of Mis- 
sions; and some time before the meeting of the General Convention to make a donation 
to the General Building Fund of the Church. 


AN APPEAL TO YOUNG MEN. 
Tus Rey. Dr. T. 8. Ouyler, the noted Presbyterian divine, makes the 
following earnest appeal in a recent article. We commend his burning wo rds 
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to the prayerful consideration of all the young men in our colleges throughout 
the land. No more glorious service was ever permitted to men than to be fellow- . 
workers with God in saving souls and building up the kingdom of truth and 
righteousness in the earth. Wise, earnest, well-furnished men will always be in 
demand: 

I desire to make a fervid appeal to the bright, earnest, godly young men in our 
schools and colleges. Jesus Christ wants the best—the best brains, the best tongues, the 
best hearts. There is no such ‘‘ opening” in our land as the Christian Ministry offers. 
An archangel might covet the honor and the joy of being a successful preacher of the 
good tidings of salvation, and a winner of precious souls to the life everlasting. If God 
has endowed you with any gifts for preaching, ‘‘neglect not the gift that is in thee.” 


SERVING OUR OWN GENERATION. 


We know of no one who writes with more of the true prophetic ardor than 
the Rev. Dr. A. T. Pierson. His soul-stirring articles on missions are a sum- 
mons to arouse the slumbering to activity in the Church’s superhuman work. 
We give below extracts from his recent article in the Missionary Review, on 
“Serving Our Own Generation ”: 

The lifetime of our generation bounds at once our work and our opportunity. What 
we are to give we must impart while we are living; what they are to receive from us they 
must get while they are yet living. We owe to our Lord an infinite debt; we can never 
pay it; all we can do is to acknowledge it by service to our generation according to His 
will and in His Name.

No activity in providing for future generations can atone for our inactivity in pro- 
viding for our own generation, which first of all we are to serve, by the will of God, with 
the Gospel. We pray God that this one thought may press with mighty and resistless 
weight upon the heart and conscience of every believer. When Christ said, ‘‘ Go ye into 
all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature,” He must have meant that those 
to whom He spoke should go forth and reach those who were then living. That com- 
mand is of perpetual force. It applies to every new generation of believers; and it means 
that, in every successive age, the Church shall both undertake and overtake this great 
work. If it seem too great, He reminds us that omnipotence is His: ‘‘ All power; ” omni- 
presence is His: ‘* Lo, Iam with you;” eternity is His: ‘‘Alway, even unto the end of 
the age.” And, if the Church will take up this work faithfully, He will supplement all 
her efforts with His omnipotent, omnipresent, perpetual co-operation.

The Church of Apostolic times heeded the voice and finger of God, and took up | 
straightway the work of preaching the Gospel to their generation. They all undertook 
to reach all men. God gave successive Pentecosts, as He always will when the work is 
done in His own fashion. The outpouring in Jerusalem was followed by another in Sa- 
maria under Philip, and another in Cornelius’ palace under Peter, and another in Ephesus 


under Paul—and so Jew, Samaritan, Roman and Greek, all had typical blessings.

The astounding result of such evangelistic activity on the part of the whole Church 

is that Paul is able to write to the Colossians, before his death, which must have been, 
of course, before Nero’s death, which was in A.D. 68: ‘* The Gospel is come unto you as 
it is in all the world;” and again, ‘‘the Gospel which ye have heard and which was 
preached to every creature (or, in all creation, R. V.) under heaven.” Making all allowance 
for a legitimate generality of statement, we tind it difficult to get away from this fact 
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that, within thirty-five years after our Lord ascended, the Gospel had been carried through- 
out the known world. That generation of believers gave the Gospel to that game generation 
of unbelievers as it has never been done since!

The connection between evangelistic activity and evangelical purity is natural and 
necessary. Dr. Duff rang out this as with a voice of thunder. Shaftesbury testified that 
the most potent remedy for current unbelief, scepticism and ungodliness, is to be per- 
petually busy in work for souls. And Dr. Hitchcock, almost with his last breath, de- 
clared that the Church that has no missionaries will soon have no ministers. The primi- 
~ tive Church still stands a model and a pattern of purity of faith and fidelity of work. 
Never was evangelism so universal, both as to those who undertook it and as to those 
who were reached by it. Ever since, and down to our day, the best churches in every 
respect have been those which are foremost as aggressive missionary bodies. In fact, the 
gauge of Church life has come to be, what we are doing for lost souls outside of our- 
selves.

Upon the banners of the Church let us emblazon, as in letters of light, our motto: 
Tue WORLD FOR CHRIST IN OUR OWN GENERATION; and let us take up the work anew, 
with a firm purpose, by God’s help, to overtake every living soul with the message of the 
Gospel before this generation shall pass away!

Our platform must be one of absolute self-surrender to Him for service to our own 
generation. We must be willing, now and here, to say, ‘‘ Lord, I am ready to do what- 
soever Thou shalt appoint.” In simple obedience to that last command, without a secular 
spirit, a calculating hyper-caution, a dependence on wordly patronage, a distrust of ade- 
quate support, without waiting for the whole Church to recognize her obligation or at- 
tempt to discharge it, those who do feel the mighty pressure of these great facts and 
truths must covenant with God and each other, that this generation shall not pass away till 
all this work be done!

God has given to the Church of our day a material equipment for this work which 
is as far in advance of Apostolic days as the speed of steam and lightning is ahead of 
camels and horses. Every resource is divinely at our disposal. We can go round the 
earth in ninety days, and girdle it with electricity in ninety seconds. Steam cars wait to 
carry us wherever engineering can construct a track, and steamboats are ready to float us 
wherever rivers run. The printing-press will multiply the healing leaves of the Tree of 
Life as fast as we can scatter them, and the common school, now fast becoming universal, 
offers to fit every man to read the Scripture in his own tongue. God has flung all the 
doors open, and every land is now a Macedonia whose voice is, ‘‘ Come over and help us.” 
Back of the missions of a century there stand results so amazing that even unbelievers 
confess the finger of God. i

Here is a magnificent material equipment, but it is a machine without an adequate 
motor. All the combined energy of the flesh will never set this huge mechanism in mo- 
tion. There is but one Power equal to the emergency; it is the vital spark that flashes 
from above, and only prevailing prayer can bring that spark down. The whole Church 
of God should be on her knees, pleading and waiting for the celestial fire. Let that de- 
scend, and every wheel will move and every lever play; money will be outpoured like 
water; life will offer its vitality and vigor, and, better than treasure or life, Love will 
count no cost dear, no toil hard, no load heavy, when Jesus leads and souls are dying! 
We write these words with the conviction taking hold like a taproot upon the depths of 
our being, that it is both practicable and possible to preach the Gospel to every human being 

pefore this generation passes away / 
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THE JOHNSTOWN CALAMITY. 


Arter the great appeal to charity which has moved the hearts of all our . 
countrymen to send succor and relief to the stricken people of the Conemaugh 
valley, and after the lessons of caution and prudence for the protection of life 
and property from like disaster in other places, two impressive lessons of uni- 
versal interest remain. The fact that in a single hour 10,000 souls were swept 
into eternity, is a solemn warning that in such an hour as men think not the 
call may come to give account of the deeds done in the body, so that whatsoever 
we can do to enlighten and save men should be done without delay; and the 
fact that millions upon millions of property were sacrificed beyond recall is a 
warning of the uncertain tenure of earthly possessions and a renewal of the Di- 
vine injunction to lay up treasures in Heaven beyond the reach of calamity. 
How many lay up riches which they never enjoy! 


MISSIONS AND CIVILIZATION. 


Mr. H. H. Jonnston, the traveller, furnishes an article to the Mortnighily 
Review (English) on the question whether Foreign Missions are a success. 
Mr. Johnston professes to have no interest in the purely religious aspect of the 
question, but to regard it from the point of view of a political economist. Of 
course this is a wholly inadequate view of the true value of Christian missions; 
yet it is nevertheless interesting to observe what is the conclusion of such a 
writer. He says: ‘‘ The missionary everywhere stands as the safeguard of the 
rights of the savage, and develops him into a being capable of taking advantage 
of the natural resources of his country.” Mr. Johnston regards missions as 
invaluable as a civilizing agency. He attributes to Christian missions in Africa 
a “‘really remarkable effect in educating and humanizing cannibals and fetich 
worshippers,” and in closing he uses these words: 

The trader civilizes, but he does not go to savage countries for that purpose; he goes 
to trade. In like manner the bait which draws these good men and women of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant missions to Africa, Polynesia, North America, India, China and 
Persia, is the desire to instil into the minds of the backward races of these savage or 
semi-civilized lands their own views of Christian faith and hope; but they accompany 
their care for the spiritual well-being of the pagan or Mohammedan with a very practical 
intention to improve his bodily life and to educate his mind, and in this they do, and 


have done in the past, an amount of good that has never as yet been sufficiently appre- . 
ciated. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


Tue Hon. L. Bradford Prince is untiring in his efforts to promote the interests of the 
Church Building Fund Commission. His devoted work merits the fullest encouragement 
from the clergy and laity, and we trust such a response will be given between now and 
the time of the meeting of the General Convention as will enable him to report to the 
convention that the fund has reached a quarter-of-a-million dollars. 


Tuer annual diocesan convention of Indiana, which was held June 4th and 5th, gave 
very marked indications of earnestness and vigor in Church work throughout the dio- 
cese. The business of the convention was conducted with energy and despatch, no time 
being wasted in useless discussion, while space was given for the hearty consideration of 
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missions and practical work. The Bishop’s account of work during the year past gave 
ample evidence that he and his co-workers are making full proof of their ministry, not 
only in the settled parishes, but in the waste places, where missions are being planted. 
More than twenty counties in which no work had been begun previously, have during 
Bishop Knickerbacker’s administration had services established, and there are signs of 
growth and progress as the fruit of patient toil. 


REFERRING to the religious destitution of the mining settlements in Colorado, Utah, 
Montana and Idaho-—settlements of one and two thousand immortal souls, without a 
solitary person to proclaim the good tidings of salvation—the Rev. Dr. Cuyler urges that a 
new force of earnest laymen might be licensed simply to preach. He says: ‘‘I would 
like to live long enough to see hundreds of zealous laymen empowered, not to discharge 


all the functions of an ordained ministry, but to preach the Word of Life to perishing 
souls.” 


Bisnop and Mrs. Kendrick have the heartfelt sympathy of the Church in the sad 
affliction which has come upon them in the death of their only son, who fell a victim to 
diphtheria, and died in Santa Fé, New Mexico, June 6th. Such a sorrow so soon after 
going to their new home, will leave its mark on all the future of their work. May its 
influence be sanctified to them and to the mission. 


Tus month’s frontispiece gives a view of the Church of the Resurrection, on the res- 
ervation of the Turtle Mountain Indians, in the jurisdiction of North Dakota. Gathered 
about the church and the tepees is a group of the Indians, with the catechist—Mr. Wel- 
lington Salt—and officials of the reservation. Mr. Salt is a Canadian Indian, and does 
faithful work among the Indians in his charge. In the frontispiece he appears among 
the officials as the third figure from the left of the observer. Our engraving was made 
from a photograph supplied by Mr. Salt, who desires to sell copies of the photograph for 
the benefit of his work at the rate of ten dollars per dozen, 


Writtne of our own heathen in'the American Magazine, Allen Forman mentions the 
fact, that in New York city alone over 7,000 Chinamen support two temples to Joss, and 
that there is already a. considerable colony of Mohammedans established in and about 
Greenwich avenue. During the year ending June 1st, 1888, 57,587 of the most de- 
graded Italians-—people in the densest ignorance and almost without the vestige of 
religion—landed on our shores, most of them to remain in the city of New York. 


Harprrr’s Monruty for July has begun a series of papers on the western states with 
an article by Mr. Justice Miller on Iowa. Such papers as this are valuable for the in- 
formation they contain of the growth of population and development of resources, as 
showing the importance of immediate missionary work in these states of marvellous 
capacity. One cannot wait for census reports, once in ten years, if he is to keep abreast 
of the needs of his own country. 


WE are indebted to Messrs. E. & J. B. Young & Co., Cooper Union, New York, for 
two volumes, the first and second series of Lives of Missionaries, published by the 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, of London. These are handy volumes, 
prettily illustrated, and are easy reading on the subject of missions. 


On Trinity Sunday, June 16th, in St. John’s Chapel, New York City, fifteen Deacons 
and seven Priests were ordained by Bishop Potter, and on the same day at the Cathedral 
jn Garden City, New York, Bishop Littlejohn ordained six Deacons and four Priests, 
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Freminc H. Reveti, New York and Chicago, has published a popular life of 
Bishop Patteson, the martyr of Melanesia, by Jesse Page. A good book for Sunday- 
school and parish libraries, as it tells the story of a great life. 

Forty-two colleges in the United States have received, during the past year, gifts 
amounting to $3,675,000. It is evident that some gentlemen are acting upon Dr. Holmes’ 
advice, ‘‘ Give to colleges while you live.” One hundred thousand volumes have been 
added to seventy-five libraries during the year, and the whole number of volumes now in 
the libraries of 131 institutions of learning is 3,307,005. 


Tur Superintendent of the Census of the United States desires us to call the atten- 
tion of physicians to the fact that the Census Office will issue to the medical profession 
throughout the country ‘‘ physicians’ registers ” for the purpose of obtaining more accurate 
returns for the vital statistics of the eleventh census. Physicians can obtain registers 
by addressing the Census Office, at Washington, D. C., and their aid is most earnestly 
desired, in order that the report may be as full and accurate as it is possible to make it. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


Bishop Pappock, of Massachusetts, points out the secret of interesting people in 
missions and winning their support in the following: ‘‘ When we can persuade the® 
clergy to give regular instructions on missions as part of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, say, 
at the Ember seasons, or four times a year, they will discover that the motives, obliga- 
tions, methods, fields, successes, etc., make the most interesting topics which they ever 
bring before the people, and without taking an offering at every sermon or lecture, the 
parish will be ready every year, because they understand and love the cause, to give for 
its advancement. I can never wonder at the indifference of good people to what they do 
not understand and are not helped to understand by those specially ordained to set for- 
ward the coming of Christ’s Kingdom. Make every clergyman both well instructed and 
interested and the work is done.” 


BisHop NuEny, of Maine, writing of the paramount importance of the missionary 
work in connection with the approaching General Convention, says: ‘‘I certainly feel that 
our General Convention can give its attention to nothing more profitably, than to the 
consideration and discussion of that work in its various aspects and relations. I hope, 
therefore, that all will be disposed to allow ample time at the approaching convention 
for such discussion, and that great pains will be taken to make the discussion interesting 
and helpfully inspiring.” 


Bishop Jounston, of Western Texas, writes: ‘‘ Our convocation has just adjourned, 
and there were many encouraging signs of the Lord’s blessing on our labors. The 
largest number of confirmations ever reported, testified both to the zeal of the clergy and 
the growing popularity of the Church, as it becomes better known. There is a larger 
number of clergy at work than ever before, and quite an amount of Church property has 
been added to what we already had. We are very much in need of three more clergy- 
men, two having recently left us.” 


THE secretary of a Sunday-school in Chicago writes: ‘In my humble opinion the 
boxes that are sent out each year by the Board for our Sunday-school scholars, are one of 
the best and most practical educators that our children have in the mission work of the 
Church.

JUNIUS MORGAN HALL, FARIBAULT, MINNESOTA. 


Dvurine Bishop Whipple’s visit to Europe 
last summer, Junius Spencer Morgan, a for- 
mer merchant of Hartford and Boston, and 
an early friend of the Bishop, presented him 
with $50,000 with which to erect a dining- 
hall for Shattuck School, and the afternoon 
of the centennial day of Washington’s in- 
auguration was set apart for the laying of 
the corner-stone of this edifice, now in proc- 
ess of erection, the basement walls having 
been completed to the water table. The 
main portion of the building, which covers 
a ground space of 40x104 feet, is connected 
with Shumway Memorial Hall on the’ west, 
by a corridor 40x82 feet. Its height will be 
two lofty stories above a high basement. 
The main floor is to be the dining-hall of 
the school and the upper floor will be used 
as a dormitory for the cadets. Back of the 
main building and connected therewith is a 
building 40x50 feet for kitchen purposes. 
The building is to be of stone and very sub- 
stantial, and handsome in design. 

ADDRESS OF BISHOP WHIPPLE AT THE LAY- 
ING OF THE CORNER-STONE. 
Fellow- Citizens and Friends : 

We meet on this centennial day to lay the 
corner-stone of a building for our school. 
It is an inspiriting thought that after our 
Washington had laid aside the cares of State, 
at an age when men seek for the rest to 
which his long public service entitled him, 
he was busy in devising plans for the educa- 
tion of the sons and daughters of the repub- 
lic. In hig will, he confirms his donations 
of $4,000 for a schoolin Alexandria, $10,000 
for the academy at Rockbridge, and $20,000 
for a national university, expressing the hope 
that the sons of America may be so educated 
as to be ‘‘ free from those habits of dissipa- 
tion and extravagance which are unfriendly 
to republican government and the liberties 


of mankind.” He doubtless recalled the 
adverse circumstances which surrounded a 
farmer’s son in a new and sparsely settled 
country. For we may not forget that the 
first school that Washington attended was 
kept by Hobby, the sexton and grave-digger 
of the parish, in an old field school-house., 
His next school was kept by a Mr. Williams, 
where he learned reading, writing, and 
arithmetic and a little geometry and survey- 
ing, The boy was then ‘‘the father to the 
man”—his favorite motto, written in a neat 
hand in his private memorandum-book, was 
‘‘Labor to keep alive in your breast that 
little celestial spark, conscience.” Thomas 
Jefferson spent his declining years in devis- 
ing plans for the education of the children 
of Virginia. He urged the people to pro- 
vide schools as the ‘* wisest possible provision 
for their children to the latest posterity.” 
He corresponded with distinguished scholars 
in other lands, seeking their counsel and 
co-operation in his plans. When crippled 
in fortune, he gave his personal service. He 
bought the material, engaged and superin- 
tended the workmen, and even selected the 
trees to be felled for timber to build the 
University of Virginia. There is nothing in 
the lives of the Fathers of the Republic 
dearer than their efforts to secure thorough 
education for their posterity. There is not 
one of the older schools and colleges of our 
land which does not witness to the labors 
and benefactions of these noble men. It is 
also true of meu like Cornell, DeVeaux, 
Packer and a host of others who have gained 
immortal fame and the love of a grateful 
people by founding schools and colleges. 
Our country is too young to measure the in- 
fluence of such holy work. An American 
stood in England by a pile of buildings 
where for 400 years noble men had been sent 
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forth to their country’s service. ‘‘ Who 
builded these buildings?”’ he asked of a 
stupid laborer. ‘‘ William of Wickham,” 
was the quick reply. ‘‘But who was the 
king in those days?” ‘‘Faith!” said the 
laborer, ‘‘I never heard tell of his name.” 
Many of these benefactors of their country 
would have lived and died and been forgot- 
ten had they not linked their names with 
work for God and man. Can the people of 
England ever forget Lawrence Sherriff, the 
London shop-keeper, who founded Rugby, 
or Dean Colet, who founded St. Paul’s 
School? Will Americans ever forget George 
Peabody? The lives of such men will be in- 
tertwined with the lives of children’s chil- 
dren forever. 

I know of no outlook for the future of our 
country more hopeful than the fact that men 
are beginning to feel in some small degree 
the responsibility of wealth. Such men as 
Matthew Vassar, Johns Hopkins, Isaiah 
Williams and Anthony J. Drexel are the 
benefactors of their country. Their example 
is, thank God, spreading among us. Our 
honored citizen, whom admiring friends call 
honest John Pillsbury, gained no laurels as 
governor equal to those won by his gift of 
$150,000 to the State University. 

I am not a prophet, but I believe that the 
day is coming when men of wealth will 
count it joy that they may rescue their names 
from oblivion by works of mercy, charity 
and love. I know of none more to be pitied 
by their fellow-men than those who have 
toiled through life for wealth and died with- 
out one deed to call out the gratitude of 
their fellows. The difficulty is that men 
forget that ‘‘shrouds have no pockets,” that 
until death comes wills are no better than 
blank paper. So it happens they often miss 
the opportunity for ever. 

There are few men who have so much 
reason for gratitude as I have to-day. I 
came here thirty years ago an unknown man. 
I had lived three years in Chicago, our 
modern Corinth, which lays its hand on the 
East and West, and through whose gates 
millions have poured and will pour to peo- 
ple this new West beyond the Mississippi. 
I was brought up in the walks of business. 
I knew nothing of the work of founding 
schools. I believed that if we gave God the 
will He would find for us the way. We 
have prayed and worked and prayed. We 
have ‘‘button-holed” no man to ask for 
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grudged gifts for God. We have told of 
our plans, we have worked in faith, we have 
tried to be faithful stewards; all of these 
noble buildings are the free-will gifts of 
generous men and women, as this will be 
whose corner-stone we lay to-day. There is 
nothing the stranger sees in the schools and 
colleges of other lands which impresses him 
more than their noble dining-halls, on whose 
walls are the portraits of those whose fair 
fame has added glory to their Alma Mater. 
We lay the corner-stone of such a hall to- 
day, and in the coming years future genera- 
tions will find on these walls the portraits 
of the founders and the noble sons of our 
school. 

Junius Spencer Morgan is an American, 
who in the darkest hour of our civil war was 
in every fibre of his soul loyal to his native 
country. He sent me $1,000 when I was 
erecting the first building for these schools. 
I cannot, to my dying day, forget the thrill 
of joy I felt, for I saw in his gift, under 
God, the promise of success. In my boy- 
hood, Mr. Morgan was a merchant in Hart- 
ford and afterwards in Boston. For his ripe 
business knowledge, his upright character 
and unswerving integrity, he was chosen by 
George Peabody as his partner, counsellor 
and friend. During my last visit to England 
he gave me $50,000 and selected the object, 
in building which, I am his almoner to-day. 
He needs no praise, and he would not have 
it at my hands to-day. I tell the story for 
others’ sake. I believe there are many in 
our goodly state, they may not know it now, 
who will follow in these blessed footprints 
of the past, and count it joy that they may 
also build such work for the good of men 
and the glory of God. 

One word more. We all hope and pray 
that our work may last forever. None of 
us wish that our names may be written in 
the sand. The reason why in other lands 
schools and colleges have a perennial life 
and with each generation bring fresh har- 
vests, is that they who builded them secured 
ample endowments; the lack of this has 
strewn our history with failures. No chari- 
table or educational work has a guarantee 
of perpetuity without such endowment. 
Founders die; men who would have coined 
their life-blood to save their work pass 
away. Years of disaster may come, pesti- 
lence may stalk abroad, war may desolate 
the land, but if behind all work there is this 
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wise provision for the future, the work will 
go on forever. Whenever this is accom- 
plished for these schools, I, and some of 
these my fellow-laborers, can say with a 
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grateful heart, ‘‘Lord, now lettest Thou 
Thy servant depart in peace, for mine eyes 
have seen Thy salvation.”—WMinnesota Mis- 
sionary and Church Record. 


THE TYRANNY OF MORMONISM. 


Many make the mistake of supposing that 
polygamy is the only dangerous feature of 
Mormonism; but it should be remembered, 
as Bryce puts it in his ‘‘ American Common- 
wealth,” that the hierarchy of the Latter 
Day Saints constitutes ‘‘a secret and tyran- 
nical imperium in imperio opposed to the 
genius of democratic institutions.” 

The close watch which the Mormon church 
keeps over its members is unequalled by any 
other sect. But it is not for the good of 
the individual that this watchfulness is ex- 
ercised; rather to keep in the iron grasp of 
the priesthood the tyrannical power which 
they exercise. 

The Mormon church is not likely ever to 
be crippled for money. Its system of col- 
lecting funds is complete. The cities are 
divided into a certain number of blocks 
each, and a bishop is put in charge of each 
ward. Under him there are two teachers, 
‘whose business is to learn the employment 


and income of every resident of the ward, 
and report the same to the bishop. Then 
the bishop collects the tenth of each man’s 
income and turns it over to the church 
authorities. 

To pay one’s tithing is so much and so 
often emphasized, that it comes to be looked 
upon as essential to spiritual and bodily 
safety. One of the church certificates which 
are granted their members when they re- 
move from one place to another has come 
into our possession, and we herewith give it 
to our readers. The italics are ours, and the 
names are omitted for obvious reasons: 

‘This certifies that ———— is a 
member of the Church of Jesus Christ, of L. 
D. Saints in good standing and fellowship 
in this ward. 

“ He nays his tithing, and I can recommend 
him to the favorable consideration of those 
whom it may concern.”

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


ALABAMA.—The Rey. De B. Waddell, mis- 
sionary at Sheffield and Tuscumbia, writes: 
“‘T am delighted with the Easter Sunday- 
school offering [Children’s Lenten offering], 
and hope it may be universally adopted. It 
is a grand conception and will do more 
towards drawing the whole Church together 
to labor for the missions of the Church, to 
make the people feel that they are her mis- 
sions,‘than anything else that I can think of. 
I am more than hopeful of the result to mis- 
sions. All of my children feel, as they 
should, that they are working members of 
the Board of Missions.” 


CALIFORNIA.—The Rev. Hamilton Lee, 
missionary at Temescal and points in its 
vicinity, in his last quarterly report says: 
‘¢The church at Walnut Creek, Contra Costa 
county, was opened for service on the 28th 
of April. It seats about ninety persons, and 
is a very pretty edifice. The cost of erect- 
ing it was more than I anticipated, being 


about $1,800, but there will be little diffi- 
culty in procuring the money, as most of it 
has already been collected or promised.” 


Guoreia.—The Rev. H. H. Rees, the 
missionary of this Society at Cave Spring, 
in this diocese, has been appointed ‘‘evan- 
gelist, with power to direct and supervise ” 
missionary work, and has entered upon his 
new work. Mr. Rees will still hold services 
at Cave Spring on one Sunday in each 
month. 


Iyprian TeErrirory.-— The Rev. J. B. 
Wicks, of Milford, Massachusetts, writes to 
the Churchman as follows: ‘‘The opening 
of the Oklahoma district in Indian Territory, 
to be followed soon by the opening of the 
still larger Cherokee strip, puts a new obli- 
gation upon the Church. In all the cities 
and towns laid out, there are lots set apart 
for religious purposes. The first comers are 
first served and they not only possess the

land, but they have an immense advantage 
in taking possession of the hearts of the 
people. 

‘“In one city of 1,200 lots, and all taken, 
three of the most eligible were set apart and 
immediately taken by different religious 
bodies, all of them in advance of the 
Church. 

‘‘With one wise, able man on the ground 
now, we should be able to improve all these 
opportunities and a host of others that will 
soon be entirely things of the past. 

“The settlement of this district is almost 
wholly unlike anything that has occurred in 
our history and it will be repeated substan- 
tially when the Cherokee strip is opened to 
settlement, which will follow doubtless 
in a year. 

“‘T would emphasize the importance of 
immediately sending the best man that can 
be obtained to the field, equipped with au- 
thority to represent the Church and secure 
all the advantages which are only possible 
in the few weeks following the first settle- 
ment. Iappend this extract from a letter 
just received: ‘In one town we set aside lots 
for three churches. The Congregationalists 
have taken one, the Methodists another, and 
if your Church wanted to do so, now would 
be the chance to get a building site free.’ 

‘‘This is a case where we ought to take 
the chances. ‘ What will the Church do 
about it?” 


MinnEsoTa.—The Indian church at Leech 
Lake has been filled to overflowing the past 
winter at every service; so that more seats 
will be necessary. The Rev. George Smith 
and the Rev. Joseph Wakazoo have preached 
alternately, Sunday mornings and evenings. 
The discourses of both have been good, 
earnest, practical, and sometimes eloquent; 
just what any people need to hear, and what 
builds them up in the Christian life. 

The Rev. Joseph Wakazoo has evening- 
school in his own house every Thursday 
evening for adults, in which, by the aid of a 
globe and maps, he teaches the Indians 
about the world they live in, and what is so 
very hard for them to believe, that the world 
is round. 

The Rev. George Smith, on two evenings 
of every week, catechises and instructs the 
large number of children in the mission 
school there. The white teacher in the 
school, though he cannot understand what

ig said, says he can always see the effect of 
Mr. Smith’s visit in the conduct of the chil- 
dren. It is not the least valuable part of the 
instruction they get there. Mr. Smith also 
teaches the children of the mission school in 
the Sunday-school, which is very large, and 
as he has a natural faculty of teaching chil- 
dren and interesting them, they learn a great 
deal of heavenly wisdom there.— Minnesota 
Missionary. 

Fairmont.—The Rev. A. 8. Winsor, 
missionary at Fairmont, writes: ‘‘ The 
scenery in and around Fairmont is beauti- 
ful. It consists of rolling prairie, lakes and 
an abundance of trees. We have a neat 
little church and a new rectory. There is a 
debt on the latter of some $600, which will 
amount to $800 when a cistern and barn, 
which must be added right away, are com- 
pleted. There are only thirty names on our 
roll of Church families, but I shall hope to 
increase the number, with God’s blessing, 
very shortly. None of my predecessors kept 
a horse, and hence a number of families, 
from four to fourteen miles away, who were 
brought up in the Church, have wandered 
from the fold or fallen into a careless way of 
living. 

‘¢We have a most energetic vestry, and an 
excellent choir, consisting for the most part 
of English gentlemen’s sons and daughters. 
Our service compares favorably with the best 
I have been present at in the United States. 
The greatest drawback to our work is that 
our people are not rich, and it is a real strug- 
gle to maintain the services of the Church. 
The men, all gentlemen’s sons, take turns to 
ring the bell and put in the fires and lights, 
and the ladies of St. Martin’s Guild keep the 
The greatest credit is due to 
these few but most devoted Church people. 
They built their church, which cost some 
$2,000, without debt, and a rectory, with a 
debt of only $600. The only help received 
from outside was about $400, which a lady 
and her son in Philadelphia gave them. 

“‘Tg there any one that we could get to 
take an interest in this most promising, but, 
at present, small and struggling parish? 
Ever so little help towards the $200 of ex- 
pense in building the barn and cistern will 
be a great encouragement.” 


Norrs Carotina.—The Rev. George H. 
Bell, missionary of the Society, writes under 
date of June 1st as follows: ‘‘I have pro- 
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cured a site for a church at Clyde, Harwood 
County, and will start a mission there as 
soon as I can get my present work in a little 
better shape. The Church is growing in 
favor all over this part of the State where 
work is being done.” 


ORrEGON.—The Rev. Charles Booth, mis- 
sionary, writes: ‘‘The time is set (Septem- 
ber ist) for the consecration of St. John’s 
Church, Toledo (a station under Mr. Booth’s 
care), one of the Yaquima Bay missions. 
This will make the second church on the 
bay, where we had no services three years 
ago. At Newport a beautiful stone font is 
to be put into the church, and the chancel 
is to be completed.” 


An Important Mission.—The Rev. F. B. 
Ticknor, missionary in charge of Ashland, 
Medford, Jacksonville, and Grant’s Pass, 
writes, under date of June ist, as follows: 
“‘T have charge of four important towns in 
Southern Oregon, which have recently come 
into prominence, and in which little Church 
work has been done heretofore. The towns 
have populations, respectively, of 2,500, 
1,500, 1,200, and 700. They are growing 
rapidly. At present there are but few Church 
people in each place and their means are very 
limited. We have no buildings for worship, 
and have to depend on the courtesy of others 
and on halls and school-houses. 

‘*At Medford we have some fine lots, 
given by the railroad company. I have 
raised about $400 and have a frame chapel 
under way, which we expect to use the 
second Sunday in June. It will be bare and 
unfinished, but without debt. I do a good 
deal of the work on it myself. 

‘At Grant’s Pass I have secured the gift 
of two lots, and hope to raise enough money 
to build a similar chapel. At Ashland we 
have no lots and suitable real estate is very 
high. The prospect is not very cheering 
there unless we can have help from abroad. 

“IT have never known a mission field 
which presented better opportunities, how- 
ever, than this does as a whole, and which 
would give better returns for interest shown 
by the general Church.” 

Rosebury.—The Rev. William Lund, mis- 
sionary, reports on June ist that ninety dol- 
lars of the indebtedness on the church prop- 


erty was paid during the last quarter, and 


that he hopes that the church will be entire- 
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ly freed from debt in less than three months’ 
time. 


PirrspurGH.—The lamented Rev. Mr. Dil- 
ler, of Johnstown [who was drowned in the 
recent flood], some of our readers may re- 
member as the clergyman who was instru- 
mental last winter in producing a remark- 
able illustration of the possibility of Church 
unity at Ehrenfelt, Cambria County, Penn- 
sylvania. As the incident was reported by 
our Pittsburgh correspondent in the Stand- 
ard of April 6th, Mr. Diller in visiting this 
place ‘‘found three bodies of Christians 
there striving for success under three local 
preachers. Mr. Diller presented to these 
people the common ground and common 
worship of the Church, and succeeded in 
drawing many of them together to maintain 
an occasional service. The outcome has 
been that a confirmation class of twenty- 
eight persons has been presented to the 
Bishop, including the three Jocal preachers, 
and a promising missionary station has been 
established. Mr. Diller’s method was to 
present the Church to these people on the 
lines laid down in the overture of our 
Bishops on the subject of Christian unity.” 
The cause of unity thus loses in Mr. Diller’s 
death one of the few who had both the zeal 
and the discretion to use persuasively the 
basis of unity afforded by our Church and 
defined by her Bishops. The rebuilding of 
the church at Johnstown should be a memo- 
rial to the Rev. Mr. Diller, and his parish- 
ioners; and in any such memorial the good 
work done by him for Church unity should 
be especially remembered. Bishop White- 
head had invited Mr. Diller to give an ac- 
count of this work at Ehrenfelt at the dio- 
cesan convention in Oil City, the week after 
the disaster. At that time his brethren were 
seeking his remains amid the ruins of his 
parish. But being dead, let him yet speak, 
and may his works follow him. May wise 
and liberal hands be found to sustain and 
carry on what he had begun at Johnstown 
and at Ehrenfelt.—Standard of the Cross and 
the Church. 


Tuxas.—The Rev. W. G. W. Smith, mis- 
sionary at La Grange, reports: ‘‘The chil- 
dren’s Lenten offerings have increased, with 
about the same number of children, from 
$6.55 in 1882 to $31 in 1889, owing to the 
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systematic method pursued by the Board of 
Missions, and applied in this parish to the 
best of my ability.” 


Western Micareaan.—Bishop Gillespie, 
in addition to the report of his visitations 
and other work for the year, reports: ‘‘I 
include in my record, my work in connec- 
tion with the State Board of Corrections and 
Charities, as it draws largely on my time and 
thought. I have made my annual Sunday 
visit to the Industrial Home for Girls at 
Adrian, and tried to urge and encourage 
these youth, oftener weak than vicious, to 
press on in the paths of virtue and religion. 
I have made ten other visits to state institu- 
tions, have inspected twenty-two jails and 
eight poor-houses, to find, in the former, 
improvements in new structures, more atten- 
tion to conditions of health, and occasionally 
some discipline; and to be able to say of the 
latter, that, except where the structures are 
old and unfit, thereis a fair degree of proper 
care. Our state is not in the front rank as 
regards the reformation of the criminal and 
prison management, and so long as our 
biennial legislature refuses measures of im- 
provement their proper consideration, poli- 
tics intrude where they have no right, and 
influences sway that are unfriendly to intelli- 
gent and unprejudiced decision, we are not 
likely to see any advance. I have attended 
the conference of county agents, and con- 
vention of the State Board at Marquette and 
Grand Rapids, and monthly and other meet- 
ings of the Board. Beyond the state, I have 
attended the national conference of charities 
at Buffalo, and have visited four institutions 
in that city and three in Ohio.” 


West Vireinta.—Bishop Peterkin, under 
date of May 22d, writes: ‘‘ While it is hard 
to point from year to year to definite marks 
of progress, yet all who have been helping 
in our Church work in West Virginia in the 
last ten or eleven years ought to have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the work has 
gone steadily on. In that time we have in- 
creased our 1,100 communicants to 2,800; 
our 875 Sunday-school scholars to 2,800; 
our 19 churches and chapels to 52, and our 
10 rectories to 20. We have an episcopal 
residence paid for, costing $18,000, and an 
additional Episcopate fund of about $1,200. 
We have a widows’ and orphans’ and dis- 
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abled clergy fund of $2,500. We have a 
hospital property, paid for, costing $6,000. 

‘‘We have received from the general 
Board of Missions about $5,000, and from 
the American Church Missionary Society 
about $6,000, for our work; raising mean- 
time ourselves, for our diocesan missions, 
about $16,000, and contributing to the gen- 
eral work of the Church, mainly through 
your Board, about $16,000. It is only right 
that you should know that we are trying to 
help ourselves, and are not unmindful of 
others.” 


Fairmont Mission.—The Rev. J. Ambler, 
missionary at Fairmont and five other points, 
in his report for the quarter ending with 
May 31st last, says: ‘‘There is no other 
minister of our Church within seventy miles 
of me. My charge is so large that my work 
at each point is very superficial. The six 
churches are in six different counties. Jam 
only trying to ‘hold the fort’ until these 
churches can be supplied with rectors of 
their own. There isa good prospect now 
that three other ministers will be placed in 
the field I now so imperfectly occupy. 

‘The churches at Sisterville, New Mar- 
tinsville and Fairmont are at a stand-still. 
There is more life at Morgantown, Grafton 
and Moundsville. Handsome and conven- 
ient churches were built at Moundsville and 
Grafton last year, and there is a promise, 
when they can obtain rectors, that they will 
be self-supporting in a few years. There 
were confirmations in all my churches, ex- 
cept those at Fairmont and Sisterville, at 
the recent visitation of the Bishop. In July 
I will take up collections in all these 
churches for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions.” 


Art the late annual meeting of the Baptist 
Missionary Society of Great Britain, the Rev. 
F. B. Meyer mentioned these instances 
which came under his notice: A governess 
earns £100 a year, and gives away one-half; 
a person whose income is £2,000, lives on 
£200, and gives away £1,800; another who 
earns £1,500, lives on £100, and gives away 
£1,400; another whose income is £8,000, 
lives on £250, and gives away £7,750. The 
latter gives back to God $31 out of every 
$32 received. As we read these things, we 
begin to get some idea of what is munifi- 
cence.

SECOND SYNOD OF THE JAPAN CHURCH. 


THE second annual meeting of the synod 
of the Japan Church, which is composed of 
the Bishops and clergy and delegates from 
the laity of the missions of this Church and 
the Church of England, began in Tokio, on 
Saturday, April 27th. Of its proceedings, 
the Rev. T. S. Tyng, writing on the 15th of 
May, says: ‘‘ The meeting of the synod of 

‘the Japan Church was an interesting and 
profitable one. There were not, perhaps, 
very many important canons or resolutions 
passed; but the importance of the work of 
such a body lies often quite as much in what it 
refuses to do as in what it does. As a brand- 

- new constitution and canons were adopted 

by the first synod, it was a matter of course 
that at the second synod, after two years’ 
experience, a great many changes were pro- 
posed. So far as the constitution was con- 
cerned, these were all rejected. The most 
important canonical change was one carrying 
out a clause of the constitution, which pro- 
vided that when the increase in the number 
of clergy should demand it, they, as well as 
the laity, should be represented by delegates. 

In the synod which has just closed all the 

clergy had seats. In the next no more than 
ten can be sent from any one local council. 

This time there were fourteen from Osaka 

and over twenty from Tokio. The limita- 
tion of the number will operate to make the 
synod more Japanese, for probably all or 
nearly all of the native clergy, of whom 
there will be more by the next synod, will 
be sent, while a large proportion of the for- 
eign missionaries will fail of election. This 
is quite as it should be, and it is worthy of 
note that the three different propositions 
made for the diminution of the number of the 
clergy were all offered by foreign mission- 
aries, The main reason for making this 


change now was to relieve the native Church 
of the expense of sending an unnecessarily 
large number of delegates, the constitution 
requiring that the number of clerical and 
lay delegates to the synod shall be equal. 

‘Apart from the canons, the most impor- 
tant matter determined was the revision of 
the Prayer Book translation, the Bishops 
[Drs. Williams and Bickersteth] being au- 
thorized to nominate the committee of re- 
vision at their leisure. 

“Another very important subject that was 
discussed, although no authoritative action 
could be taken upon it, was that of the rate 
of payment of native workers. The discus- 
sion was started by a very respectable Jap- 
anese delegate, who himself had no personal 
interest in the matter, and who expressed 
himself as greatly concerned over the hard- 
ship that was caused and the harm that was 
done by the workers being underpaid. An- 
other native delegate spoke very strongly of 
the evil that was caused by catechists, un- 
able to live upon the salaries paid them by the 
missions, getting into debt. He said that 
to the heathen the slightest want of upright- 
ness in money matters branded a man at 
once. A committee of missionaries and na- 
tive delegates not personally interested in 
the question, was appointed to report their 
opinion as to what amounts should be paid 
to the workers. They reported that, while 
no uniform rule could be recommended for 
all localities and circumstances, in general 
they would recommend from eight to twelve 
yen [about six to ten dollars, gold] per 
month for single catechists, and from twelve 
to twenty yen [2.¢., ten to sixteen dollars] for 
married men; for Deacons from twenty to 
thirty yen [sixteen to twenty-four dollars] 
and Presbyters from thirty yen upward,” 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


Africa.—Information has been received 
from the Missionary Bishop of Cape Palmas, 
etc., that he has appointed Dr. EB. J. Tucker 
as superintendent pro tem. of St. John’s Mis- 
sion, Cape Mount, and authorized him to pro- 
ceed with the erection of the Irving Memorial 
Church, rectory and infirmary. The Bishop 
has assigned the Rev. A. H. Foda Vinton 
to a new station at a point near Bereby, 
where he hopes to develop the work so soon 
as circumstances will permit, and. has ap- 
pointed Mr. Henry Tobo Messenger, a 
candidate for Holy Orders, as catechist at 
Tebo (Bohlen) Station from April 1st. These 
assignments to duty were formally approved 
by the Board June 11th. 

Since the above was put in type, we have 
been grieved to learn that Dr. Tucker’slittle 
girl, who was sick when she landed in 
Africa, died in the early morning of May 1st, 
and that Dr. Tucker is bringing his wife 
horhe because of serious illness. They left 
Cape Mount, May 5th,and embarked, through 
the surf at Manoh on the 19th or 20th, on 
the steamer ‘‘Callabar,” bound down the 
coast and almost immediately were trans- 
ferred, at sea, to the steamer ‘‘ Teneriffe,” 
homeward bound. They have been heard 
from just as they were about to reach Liv- 
erpool, on the 11th of June. It was the in- 
. tention of Dr. Tucker to remain long 
enough in England for his wife to recuper- 
ate sufficiently to resume the journey. 

China.—Dr. William A. Déas, after eight 
years’ service in the field, sailed from Shang- 
hai by the P. and O. steamer ‘‘ Ganges ” on 
April 6th for a leave of absence of one 


year. Dr. Deas has been heard from at 
London, where he arrived on the 23d of 
May. He has permission from the Bishop 
and the Board to pursue a course of special 
study in the hospitals in England and on 
the Continent. At the time of writing, 
June 1st, he had not arranged his plans. 

—Mrs. H. Sowerby and children, who 
sailed from England by the steamer ‘ Ben- 
gal,” April 4th, reached Shanghai, May 16th, 
where they joined the Rev. H. Sowerby and 
on the 21st proceeded to Hankow. As the 
Bishop is in Shanghai at present, Mr. Sow- 
erby will have charge of the work at Han- 
kow until October, when he will return t 
Ichang. 

Japan.—The announcement has been re- 
ceived of the marriage at Tokio, May 9th, 
of Miss Sarah L. Riddick to Mr. Thomas R. 
White, of this country. Bishop Williams 
officiated, assisted by the Rev. Arthur R. 
Morris. As is well known, Miss Riddick 
has been in charge of St. Margaret’s School, 
Tokio, for about seven years. Mr. and Mrs. 
White were expecting to sail from Yoka- 
hama for the United States June 7th. 

—Miss R. Ford Heath and Miss G. 
Suthon, who sailed from San Francisco by 
the steamer ‘‘ Arabic” April 6th, reached 
Yokohama on the 22d of April, and Tokio the 
next day. Miss Heath will be connected 
with St. Margaret’s School, and Miss 
Suthon will have charge of the instruction 
of Bible-women, which work has been tem- 
porarily under Miss Sybil Carter’s supervi- 
sion. Miss Carter has gone to Osaka for the 
summer.

AFFAIRS AT MONROVIA. 

THE Rev. G. W. Gibson, rector of Trinity 
Church, Monrovia, writing on Tuesday, 
April 2d, says: ‘Matters in connection 
with the work here, move on about as usual, 
with perhaps some improvement. We were 
favored with a visitation by the Bishop a 
few weeks ago, who administered Confir- 
mation to eleven persons in Trinity Memo- 
rial Church, and made an impressive address 
to the interesting class of five young men 
and six women who had just received the 
Apostolic benediction. 

‘“The 24th of February last, St. Matthias’ 
Day, was a red-letter day for our church 


and congregation, being the thirtieth anni- 
versary of the ladies’ church aid society, as. 
well as of the laying of the corner-stone of 
the church edifice. The forenoon was 
marked by choral services and an historical 
discourse by the rector, referring to the 
exercises which took place thirty years ago 
In connection with the laying of the corner- 
stone in the morning, and the organizing 
of the society in the afternoon, naming the 
persons who were active in the work at that 
period, and giving a brief account of the 
efforts of the society since. The record 
showed that the present rector and the 
present genior warden of the church, the 
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Hon. W. M. Davis, are the only persons, 
connected with the vestry at that time, who 
survive. Many besides the founders (with 
the exception of the above-named) have 
gone from works to reward. In the after- 
noon the society reassembled, together with 
a large gathering, to hear the annual report 
as well as to listen to addresses by Messrs. 
EK. J. Barclay, H. W. Grimes and W. M. 
Davis. The exercises throughout the day 
were marked with deep interest, and will 
no doubt result in much good. 

“The following summary of the treasurer’s 
report will show that the society is still a 
working body. The members are now rais- 
ing funds to repair the parish school-house. 
They have on hand about $160 for this 
object. This is a very much needed effort, 
as we are under the necessity of using the 
vestry-room of the church for school 
purposes. It will require about $600 to 
make the improvements they propose. The 
treasurer reported as follows: Amount re- 
ceived during the year from monthly contri- 
butions of members, donations, and pro- 
ceeds of bazaars, etc., $312.63; amount paid 
out for various purposes, religious and 
benevolent, $167.76; leaving a balance in 
hand of $144.87. 

“*On the 13th of March it was my painful 
duty to conduct the funeral services of one 
of the oldest and most respectable male 
members of our church, President Martin 
H. Freeman, of Liberia College, who for 
many years served us as junior warden, 
Sunday-school superintendent, and lay- 
reader. His fidelity to the institution of 
which he was president up to the time of 
his death, as wellas his devotion to the wel- 
fare of the church and Sunday-school con- 
tinued unabated. Failure of health hindered 
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him from active work during the last year. 
In the very last conversation but one that I 
had with him, he referred feelingly to the 
church and Sunday-school, expressing a de- 
sire, should it be the will of his Heavenly 
Father, to be with usagain. A few days 
after this he was called to rest. 

‘“If the Great Head of the Church re- 
moves one laborer from His vineyard, He 
raises up others to take his place. Presi- 
dent Freeman, for many years an active 
worker, is taken away, but three other lay- 
readers and two female Bible-readers for 
parochial work have offered their services as 
helpers in this field. The first three have 
been licensed, and are now assisting me 
here, as well as at St. Augustine’s and 
other stations. With this staff of helpers, I 
trust we shall be able to do much toward 
strengthening our efforts at St. Augustine’s 
and planting a work at the Bishop Stevens 
Memorial Station as soon as we can get a 
chapel there. We had the use of a private 
house some time ago; but it has been called 
for by the owner, and we have now no place 
for worship. We need a building that can 
be used for chapel and school, and a bell. 

“May I take the liberty of asking again 
for a bell for St. Augustine’s Station? In all 
communities and especially at our mission 
stations we have to teach many things be- 
sides religious duties, among which may be 
mentioned that of punctuality. To do this 
effectually, it is important that the clock 
and the bell go with the missionary. They 
not only secure regularity in attendance 
upon church and school, but exert a very 
wholesome influence in training the people 
of the neighborhood to enconomize their 
time, and to regulate their own affairs with 
some degree of system.”

EASTER AT HANKOW. 

BisHop Boons writes from Hankow, under 
date of Monday in Easter-week, April 22d, 
that the Easter festival there had been a 
happy one. There had been an unusually 
prolonged rainy season; but the weather 
cleared on Good Friday, and on that day 
and Easter-Day large congregations attended 
the services. The Bishop officiated at the 
English Church of St. John the Evangelist 
in the morning, the Rey, Mr, Sowerhy and 


the native Deacons officiating at St. Paul’s 
Church. 

In the afternoon, at three o’clock, the 
Bishop officiated at St. Paul’s Church, bap- 
tized three adults, one child and five infants, 
and preached. j 


PURCHASE OF THE YANG PROPERTY. 
The Rev. Mr. Partridge announces with 
great satisfaction, in a letter dated April 
27th last, that the negotiations for what is 
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known as the Yang property, at Wuchang, 
had resulted in its purchase by the mission. 

. This property consists of a lot of Jand im- 
mediately adjoining the mission property 
and containing a noisome pool of water, 
which has long been a source of discomfort 
and danger to the workers and other mem- 
bers of the mission. Negotiations have been 
in progress for a long time for the purchase 
of the property, that this disagreeable dan- 
ger might be removed. For their successful 
outcome, Mr. Partridge says, ‘‘ we are again 
indebted to our two native clergymen, the 
Rev. Messrs. Wang and Tseu, for invaluable 
aid.” The property is to be delivered to the 
mission on the first of July, when steps will 
be taken at once to remove the nuisance 
upon it. 


AN AFFECTING LETTER. 

The Rev. S. C. Partridge writes as follows 
from Wuchang, May 13th, last: ‘‘I take 
great pleasure in handing you the enclosed 
letter from one of my pupils and hope you 
will find a place for it in Tam Sprrir oF 
Misstons, as I believe it will touch many a 
heart in the Church at home. 

“Tsang Fah Tsang (or Tsuan Tsang Fah 
as he is on the list) was the beneficiary on 
the ‘Bishop Elliott’ scholarship, supported 
by Christ Church, Savannah, Georgia. He 
came to us a few years ago from one of the 
day-schools attached to St. Paul’s Church, 
Hankow, and has always been a credit to 
himself and his teachers. Both Mr. Sowerby 
and J have been anxious to have him bap- 
tized, and he has been ready- and desirous; 
but his parents, who are out-and-out heathen, 
have strenuously opposed it. We did not 
feel that at his age it would be wise for us 
to baptize him under these circumstances, 
and so he has been for some time the only 
unbaptized boy in the school. His father 
wrote to me a few weeks since asking me to 
allow him to return home and go into busi- 
ness, and as his time was up, I was reluc- 
antly obliged to let him go. 

‘‘You can imagine how deeply touched 
and gratified I was to receive from him the 
enclosed letter, which I have translated for 
you almost literally. Ihave tried to keep 
the Chinese form of expression, in order to 
show you how every word of it comes straight 
from the dear boy’s heart and what deep 
realities the Church and its teaching have 
become to him, The hatred and reviling of

his family and friends—we know what this 
means—the slander, sneers and even curses 
of his heathen kin, perhaps accompanied by 
brutal blows from a father’s hand, will be 
the lot of him who has ‘eaten the foreign 
devils’ doctrine’ in our mission school. 

‘‘T ask, dear Christian friends at home, 
that you will join your prayers with ours 
that God’s blessing and grace may rest upon 
him, and that he may receive strength and 
power from on high to be a faithful witness 
for the truth as it is in Jesus Christ his 
Saviour. 

‘Tt is instances such as this, coming across 
the pathway of our mission life, that make 
us feel so ashamed of our own cowardly and 
selfish lives, and lead us to fall on our knees 
and thank our Heavenly Father that He has 
permitted us to preach His Gospel to such a 
people. We need have little fear for the 
success of the native Church in China if it 
can but be built of such material as this. 

‘“*God bless thee, noble boy! Coming 
from thy heathen home and tarrying but a 
short time in the midst of us, thy words and 
actions have put our Christianity to the blush. 
God bless thee, and make thee the means of 
leading many another to the feet of our 
blessed Lord and Saviour!” 

Following is the translation sent to us by 
Partridge, of the letter referred to 
above: 

“My RespECTED TEACHER: 

‘Since you came to take charge of this 
school your kindness and love to me have 
been very great. For more than two years 
now, I have, by God’s grace and mercy, been 
permitted to listen to the teaching. Native 
books and foreign books and books of the 
Sacred Doctrine—all these have I studied, 
and my only regret now is that I, your hum- 
ble pupil, am so dull of apprehension that 
IT have not received the benefit from them 
that I ought. And now the time has come 
that I must leave the school at my father’s 
bidding, in order that I may seek some use- 
ful employment, and not hereafter come to 
want through my own negligence and stu- 
pidity. How can I feel sufficiently grateful 
for the grace and blessing of God and the 
kindness which I have received in theschool? 
Ah, it is hard to answer this! 

‘‘T have not yet been permitted to receive 
Holy Baptism—this is owing to my father’s 
express and stern command, and not to any 
desire of my own to leave the straight path 
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of right and go astray. My years are few 
as yet, my speech imperfect; how then can I 
go counter to my venerable parent’s express 
command? Our Blessed Saviour in days of 
old entered God’s House to preach the 
Sacred Doctrine; but when His father and 
His mother sought Him, He straightway 
obeyed their wishes and followed them to 
His home; thus He showed His respect for 
filial piety, and became an example to after- 
generations. 

“Tf my father and my brethren worship 
and put their faith in idols, I have no part 
or faith in these their actions, but hope to 
be like Daniel the Prophet, of whom we read 
that he refused to bow down and worship 
the image of the king, that he might show 
forth his God to be the True and Only God, 
although he thereby incurred the wrath and 
punishment of the court. 

‘‘Though my parents and family perse- 
cute me and my relatives and friends hate 
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me and revile me, I truly fear it not. If I 
but try to be a faithful lamb, God will not 
permit me to be cast out of the fold. St. 
James has said that if we are to wear the 
crown of life we must suffer trials and 
temptations, and blessed are we if we endure 
them. If the tree is not pruned and cut, it 
cannot bring forth good fruit. If the ox 
and the horse are not beaten with the whip, 
they do not fulfil their appointed tasks. 
These illustrations all mean that if a man 
does not suffer hardship in this world, he 
never can become a perfect man. As the 
gold when passed through the furnace, af- 
terwards becomes the useful vessel; so the 
man who is crushed and bruised, afterwards 
shows forth those talents which make him 
the faithful disciple, for he is as the metal 
seven times refined. 

“‘May I indeed be like this! 

‘*Your humble pupil, Tsuan-Fau-Tsane, 
respectfully presents this letter.”

A MISS{ONARY CONFERENCE. 

A CONFERENCE of the members of our mis- 
sion was held at Tokio in the last week in 
April. The opening session of the confer- 
- ence was held on the 24th in the Church 
Missionary Society’s chapel, No. 52 Tsukijji, 
when the Holy Communion was celebrated 
by Bishop Williams, assisted by the Rev. A. 
R. Morris, and a sermon was delivered by 
the Rey. John McKim. The business ses- 
sions of the conference were held at No. 37 
Tsukiji, beginning on the 24th in the after- 
noon, and continuing daily until the even- 
ing of the 26th, when an adjournment was 
taken until May 6th, to allow the members 
to attend the synod of the Japan Church. On 
the 6th of May two sessions were held, and 
at six o’clock in the evening, the confer- 
ence adjourned sine die. 

The Bishop presided over the conference 
throughout its meeting, the Rev. J. T. Cole 
being appointed one of the secretaries, and 
there were present the Rev. Messrs. Morris, 
Tyng, McKim, Woodman, Cole, Page, Doo- 
man, Law and Francis, Dr. Laning and Mr, 
Gardiner. 

The business of the conference consisted 
in the reception of reports on the general 
work of the mission by the missionaries, the 
hearing of papers on the work of theologi- 
cal education by the Rev. Messrs. Tyng and 


Woodman, and on the qualification of cate 

chists by the Rev. Messrs. McKim and Page, 
and in an earnest discussion of various topics 
intimately connected with the mission’s wel- 
fare and progress. A large number of reso- 
lutions were adopted, embodying the action 
of the conference upon these matters, which 
have been transmitted to this country by the 
secretary, to be laid before the Board of 
Managers for its consideration. 

The discussions in the conference were 
largely concerned with the provisions for 
the instruction to be given in Trinity Divia- 
ity School, at Tokio, and a committee was 
appointed by the Bishop, in accordance 
with a resolution adopted, to make the neces- 
sary arrangements. Of the action of this 
committee, the Rev. Mr. Tyng writes, under 
date of May 15th, as follows: ‘‘ The arrange» 
ment is that Mr. Morris and Mr. Woodman 
are to give practically their whole time to 
the school, Mr. Cole one hour a day, Mr. 
Page one hour a week, and Mr. McKim and 
I to go up [from Osaka] six weeks each every 
winter, during which time we must deliver 
two courses of thirty lectures each.” 


THE TOKIO LADIES’ SEMINARY. 
A letter has been received under date of 
Tokio, April 6th, from Miss Martha Aldrich, 
in which she says: ‘‘ The formal opening of 
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the Tokio Ladies’ Seminary took place the 
20th of March. We had at the time eight 
pupils, and the number has since been in- 
creased to seventeen, and at a ratio with 
which if continued we shall soon reach the 
limit of our accommodations. My own time 
is already filled, ay a number of the pupils 
take private lessons either in English, French 
or music, and in the two former an hour 
every day. All of them have studied Eng- 
lish more or less, but none speak it or under- 
stand it when spoken, so that my present 
efforts are made principally to remedy this 
defect. The average age of the pupils is 
about seventeea—much older than I had ex- 
pected them to be. A number are already 
Christians; I trust they all may become so 
before they leave us. The Rev. Mr. Cole is 
our chaplain. He comes to open the school 
every morning with prayer and reading of 
the Bible in Japanese. On Sunday the 
boarders, and as many of the day-pupils as 
desire to do so, attend Sunday-school and 
service at his chapel.” 


LAYING OF THE CORNER-STONE OF A SCHOOL 
BUILDING AT NARA. 

The Rev. Isaac Dooman writes from Nara, 
May 16th, as follows: ‘‘ To-day will be for- 
ever memorable in the history of our school 
in Nara. The corner-stone of the new build- 
ing was laid at 4.30 p.m. by Miss Carter in 
torrents of rain. The service began at 3 P.M. 
at the church. On account of the rain, very 
few Christians of the place were present in 
the church, which, however, was filled by 
our pupils. J read the first part of the ser- 
vice and Mr. McKim said a few prayers ap- 
propriate to the occasion, Then Mr. Tamaki 
read a history of the school, I then spoke 
for a few minutes, and Mr. Nakarjama, an- 
other Christian of Nara, followed me. After 
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the speeches, all marched to the school- 
ground, All this time rain was pouring 
upon us with relentless fury. In the corner- 
stone were deposited a copy of the Bible in 
Japanese, a Japanese Prayer Book, the Feb- 
ruary and April numbers of Taz Srrrir oF 
Missrons for 1889, the Easter number of the 
Living Church, the article on ‘ Our Mission- 
aries’ in the Nineteenth Century, the Queen 
Victoria Jubilee number of the London 
Times, President Harrison’s inaugural ad- 
dress in the New York Herald, some native 
papers, a full history of the school and some 
coins. If every building is to be judged by 
the literature in its corner-stone, evidently 
the Nara school building will take rank 
among some of the greatest buildings in the 
world! 

‘¢The construction of the building is pro- 
gressing very rapidly. We hope to open the 
fall session in our new ane civilized quarters. 
One important feature of the school will be 
its chapel, large enough for at least 200 pu- 
pils. I wish some kind-hearted Christian 
would send us some Scriptural pictures fit 
for it, and some money for its furniture. 

‘““The ground formerly belonged to a fa- 
mous temple here; but long ago it was sold to 
some private citizens, and from them passed 
into our hands. The whole lot contains 
1,120 tsubo ; one tsubo is thirty-six square 
feet, and hence the total will make 40,320 
square feet. 

“It is a very healthy location, having the 
most commanding situation in the city ex- 
cept that of the parks. The whole cost of 
building and furniture cannot be estimated 
exactly at present; but it will not come 
very short of $2,500, if not more. At pres- 
ent I have not the slightest idea how we are 
going to raise the balance; but I hope the 
Boara will not leave me in the lurch.”

In another letter, dated May 30th, the 
Bishop says: ‘‘ The troops of the govern- 
ment of Port-au-Prince have all retreated 
from the north and fallen back on the capi- 
tal and its vicinity. The northern troops 
have advanced and taken possession of two 
of the arrondissements of the Department of 
the West, namely, Mirebalais and Lascaho- 


bas. Port-au-Prince is in this department. 
Tam thus cut off, now, from communication 
with our three missionaries stationed in those 
arrondissements. I have been cut off from 
communication with our two missionaries at 
Gros Morne since the beginning of this sec- 
tional war, last October. I refer to this sit- 
uation because it may sadly mar our annual 
report of missionary statistics.”

That man was 
taken captive of Christ, and he returned to 
his own people and he presented to them 
not some religious teaching that was to be 
taken and compared with some other relig- 
ious system, but the marvellous miracle of a 
changed life; and the people came round 
him to know where the power was that had 
wrought that change in him; and so by the 
manifestation of the power of the Holy 
Ghost that man was instrumental in gather- 
ing round him many seekers after the Lord 
Jesus Christ.—Reo. Ff. H. Wigram. 


VACATION RELIGION. 


Now that we are nearing the season of 
the year when the machinery of the Church 
is apt to be driven not as vigorously as in 
the winter months, the question arises, 
Should the individual Christian permit any 
relaxation of the efforts which are per- 
petually incumbent upon him as one through 
whom the Kingdom of God is to be ad- 
vanced on earth?

Perhaps 
you can lead some soul to Christ in that quiet 
mountain retreat, or in the busy resorts to- 
ward which your feet are tending. At any 
rate, you are not to forget for an instant 
that you are His servant and His witness at 
home or abroad.— The Oongregationalist. 
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THE UNIVERSITIES MISSION TO 
CENTRAL AFRICA. 


TuHE anniversary of the Universities Mis- 
sion to Central Africa awakened special in- 
terest this year on account of the serious 
crisis through which it is passing in conse- 
quence of the action of the German gov- 
ernment, through which the lives of the 
missionaries were being endangered. The 
festival service of the society was held last 
Tuesday in St. Paul’s Cathedral, when the 
Primate preached. He drew a graphic 
picture of the past and present condition of 
Zanzibar, where a Christian church now 
occupied the site of the old slave-market. 
The only difference, said he, between the 
enemy which had to be confronted there and 
at home was that here the kingdom of Satan 
was clothed in soft raiment, whilst there it 
was undisguised by any cloak of civilization. 
The mission had always been worked upon 
three principles, not inferior to those of a 
Gregory or a Francis. These were—to have 
no resort to civil government; not to seek 
political power; to have nothing to do with 
annexation. In the afternoon a meeting was 
held at Zion College, at which Canon Scott- 
Holland presided. A letter was read from 
the Bishop of London, in which he depre- 
cated the notion of withdrawing the mis- 
sionaries on the ground that their lives were 
threatened, especially as their converts must 
inevitably remain behind. The claims of the 
mission were most eloquently set forth by 
Mr. Holland, who said that its promoters 
had given heart, devotion, self-sacrifice and 
intelligence to the work. He was fully per- 
suaded that Africa must be converted by 
Africans. With that great missionary prel- 
ate, Bishop Selwyn, he would say, ‘“ White 
men will be only the corks that float the 
missionary net.”—London Correspondence of 
Standard of the Cross and the Church, May 
28th. 


A PHILANTHROPIC PRINCESS. 

Great regret is felt at the death of Prin- 
cess Eugenia of Sweden. She was the sister 
of the present king, and was possessed of 
rare gifts. Of late years her life was entirely 
spent in ‘‘doing good.” In 1860 she re- 
moved to her villa, the Home of Peace, 
(‘*Fridhem ”’), on the island of Gotland, in 
the Baltic, where during the summer months 
she devoted herself to Christian work of a 
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very varied character. Spending the winter 
of each year in Stockholm, she contrived to 
gather round her many noble-minded men 
and women, enlisting their sympathies in 
Christian enterprises. She was the president 
of the Swedish society for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals, and gave much support 
to the mission among the nomadic Lapps, a 
work from which she saw much fruit. In 
later years she was mainly instrumental in 
founding the Eugenia Home for Crippled 
Children. There is scarcely any philan- 
thropic institution or movement in Sweden 
which has not benefited by the personal ef- 
fort of this Christian woman. On one well- 
remembered occasion she sold a number of 
jewels to raise money for the erection of a 
hospital. 


HOW THE HEATHEN GIVE. 


Tus Rev. Dr. Scudder, so long a mission- 
ary in India, wrote: ‘‘ The offerings made 
by the heathen to support their idolatry, are 
far greater than those which are made by 
Christians to honor their Divine Master.” 
The Rev. J. L. Douglass writes from 
Burmah: ‘‘The people spend thousands of 
dollars for pagodas, only tens for their own 
homes.” 

A correspondent in China of the Mission 
Field, the organ of the Society for the Prop- 
agation of the Gospel, says: ‘‘ The extent 
of idolatry is something fearful, and custom 
has welded it tight together with all the 
intents and purposes, thoughts and actions 
of the Chinese. Everywhere we are con- 
fronted by this gigantic evil. From the 
palace down to the beggar’s mud hut, over 
350,000,000 souls of them are enslaved by 
idolatry. Every family poorly fed and 
poorly clad, every family richly fed and 
richly clad, ald have their idols in their 
homes, which are their chief concern, which 
must be fed, worshipped and guarded. 

‘¢ Tdolatry is an enormous expense to these 
people already stricken in poverty. Besides 
all the money that is spent on temples and 
shrines, fortunes are wasted by burning 
make-believe money, miniature paper houses, 
horses, men and women, trunks, band-boxes, 
and furniture, and also by providing pro- 
visions for the poor departed souls in the 
other world. Twenty thousand dollars are 
spent, in a certain month of the year, on 
one temple alone in the Canton province. 
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The sum spent for idolatry throughout the 
empire in a year is estimated to be the 
magnificent sum of $300,000,000 at the very 
lowest. Mark such liberality! . . . 

‘Such is the problem the Church has to 
solve in China. To remove ail these false 
gods, to break loose the ‘shackles,’ to tear 
down these strongholds of Satan, to drive 
away all this black darkness, and here 
establish the Kingdom of God—here, in- 
stead of idol temples on every hill-top and 
in every valley, build temples of the living 
God, where this people shall sing the 
Redeemer’s praise.” 


AUTHORITIES ON BUDDHISM. 


Tuer Rev. Daniel M. Bates, formerly a 
missionary of this Society in China, writes 
to the Standard of the Cross and the Church 
as follows: ‘‘ All who were interested in 
the Rev. Mr. Kirkus’ readable summary of 
Monier-Williams’ ‘Buddhism’ wi!l be glad 
to follow it up with the subjoined brief crit- 
icism of the book by Bishop Schereschew- 
sky. Mr. Kirkus modestly disclaims any 
‘first hand’ knowledge of Buddhism. All 
the more interest is therefore attached to 
the citations here given, which are made 
from private letters, written from time to 
time by one who, to use Mr. Kirkus’ descrip- 
tion of the ideal critic, ‘is on the level of 
the author whose work he criticises;’ ‘is an 
authority on all questions of Eastern relig- 
ions, as also of the languages ;in which 
their sacred books are written;’ and is thus 
one of the number, ‘about a score, through 
all Europe and America,’ who may be re- 
garded as thoroughly equipped critics of a 
work on Buddhism. 

‘* The Bishop writes; ‘I have read Sir M. 
Monier- Williams’ recent work on Buddhism. 
He isa great Sanskrit scholar, and is Pro- 
fessor of Sanskrit at Oxford; and has written 
a useful Sanskrit grammar, compiled an ex- 
cellent Sanskrit dictionary and written 
several books in connection with Indian 
philosophy, religions, etc. But apparently 
he has only recently taken up the subject 
of Buddhism. Although his work isa great 
improvement upon that of Mr. Rhys Davids, 
and is, on the whole, perhaps the best work 
on Buddhism that has yet appeared in the 
English language, still in my opinion the 
book betrays marks of cramming and shows 
at times a lack of historical criticism. He 
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is now and again given to hasty conclusions 
and makes also a few serious mistakes. He 
barely mentions two of the greatest authori- 
ties upon Buddhism, 7. e., Professor Wassi- 
lieff, of St. Petersburg, and Professor Kern, 
of Leyden, referring, I think, to the first 
only once and to the latter not at all. He 
also takes the old traditional view concern- 
ing the life of the founder of Buddhism and 
the so-called Buddhist Councils. To take 
what is left after the elimination of the 
marvellous in the legend of Buddha is, in 
my opinion, very uncritical. A tradition 
may be without the marvellous and still be 
devoid of an historic basis. Suppose that 
one eliminates the marvellous in the legend 
of Hercules, or of Krishna, can what is left 
be regarded as historical? In connection 
with this point I may mention that I have 
recently read the work of Professor A. 
Webber of Berlin, on Sanskrit literature. 
He is perhaps the greatest of living Sanskrit 
scholars. Iam gratified to find that a theory 


‘I have always had, 7. ¢., that Buddhism 


borrowed from Christianity, is borne out by 
his great authority.’ 

‘‘The Bishop’s. view of the legendary 
character of the tradition of Gautama is 
further expressed in the following criticism 
of the learned M. Senart’s article on the 
famous Asoka inscriptions, ina recent num- 
ber of the Reowe des Deuw Mondes: ‘In my 
opinion M, Senart’s conclusions in this essay 
are just, and he may be followed, except 
in his view about the relations of Hinduism 
to the old Vedic religion. In this Hssaz sur 
la Legende du Buddha he develops at length 
the theory that the legend of Buddha is based 
on the old solar myth. I think that this 
theory may be objected to, not because it 
denies a historical character to the tradition- 
al life of Buddha (in this respect M. Senart 
is right. There is no reason why we should 
hold the authenticity of the legend of 
Buddha, any more than that of the legend 
of Krishna), but because it is too fanciful 
and artificial to be true. 

‘¢¢ There is no necessity to have recourse 
to mythology, which, strictly speaking, is, 
as we know, a representation of natural 
phenomena in an an thropomorphicway, to 
account for the evolution of the Gautama 
legend among the Buddhists, any more 
than it is necessary to do so to account for 
other lesend setae) 

‘‘The Bishop commends as excellent 
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authority on southern Buddhism a work 
entitled ‘Buddha: His Life, His Doctrines, 
His Order,’ by Dr. Hermann Oldenberg, a 
great Pali scholar; and also suggests, as ex- 
ceedingly valuable, the Essays by the late 
Archimandrite Palladius.” 


AFTER MANY DAYS. ° 


SoME years ago a party of English hunters 
in the far West, descending a thickly wood- 
ed mountain, came suddenly upon a glimpse 
of an Indian camp, in the valley. A strange, 
unearthly sound ascended from the camp, 
which, on their drawing nearer, proved to 
be an attempt at singing. About thirty in 
all, men, women and children, were gath- 
ered around a leader, who, to the surprise of 
the party, was found to be leading them in 
religious service. They were singing ‘‘ Rock 
of Ages.” The settlement was an isolated 
one. They had no connection with any 
other tribes. For fifteen years no mission- 
ary had been among these people, and yet 
for all these years this daily religious service 
had been kept up. Fifteen years before a 
Methodist missionary had been there for a 
short time, and had taught them about God. 
And this was the result! For three weeks 
the party staid with these Indians, and for 
the first time in their travels left all their 
property exposed and unwatched. Nothing 
was taken. On leaving, the chief asked 
them if they had lost anything, and on being 
answered in the negative, said simply, ‘‘ We 
love the same Jesus that you do.” 

One of the joys of the great reaping time 
will be the ingathering of such unlooked-for 
harvests. — Selected. 


A WAITING PEOPLE. 


Dr. Wu. R. Summers, who died recently 
at Luluaberg, in the far interior of the Congo 
Free State, to which place he had gone after 
several years of labor nearer to the mouths 
of the Congo river, wrote as follows to Dr. 
Sims regarding the people among whom he 
found himself in that remote station: ‘‘ We 
arrived here in a hundred marches, the 
marches averaging six hours. Here my 
heart was overwhelmed at the reception I 
everywhere got from the Bashilange. Every 
hill dotted with large and beautiful villages; 
the country teeming with people who have 
abandoned fetishism, and are waiting for 
what the white men can bring them; all 
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anxious to learn, intelligent, have now some 
idea of God, want to know about every- 
thing, faces always smiling, and every one 
polite. Go anywhere over the country, and 
great villages encounter the eye. The pop- 
ulation is enormous, and is marvellously 
thick. Truly, ‘the harvest is great, but the 
laborers are few.’ Few! one only, and that 
one worth almost nothing.” 


PREACHING ON FIVE CONTINENTS. 


Tue Foreign Mission Journal gives the 
following interesting account of an early 
friend of the editors: ‘‘ Physicians, after 
careful examination, had decided that he 
was suffering from very serious heart trouble, 
and had told him he must not attempt to 
preach. It would be almost certain death. 
Sadly he turned away from the path he had 
hoped to walk in and entered on a business 
life. For several years we lost sight of him 
and did not know whether success or failure 
had attended his efforts. Butsince we came 
into the service of the Board, our acquaint- 
ance has been renewed, and on this wise: 
every now and then a letter comes to the 
office in which is enclosed a check or draft 
of some kind, always for a goodly sum of 
money, and always accompanied with some 
such request as this, taken from his last : 
‘In acknowledging, please say ‘‘from a 
friend,” and give no name.’ 

‘‘ And so my friend is preaching after all. 
God has given him the ability to make 
money, and with it he is preaching the 
Gospel his lips were not allowed to proclaim, 
and preaching it on jive continents. God 
shut up his way to preaching in his own 
land, but lets him go far hence to the 
Gentiles. From these far-off regions may 
many hail him in Heaven as the instrument, , 
under God, of their salvation. In like man- 
ner many of our people can become preachers 
of the Gospel—even Foreign missionaries.” 


ILLUMINATED SPOTS. 


A NORTHERN Visitor in the South, writing 
in a recent number of the Advance, speaks of 
the rapid improvement of the negroesin that 
locality. He says that the negro is pros- 
perous; that commercially he is honest; 
that one house has had no less than 1,300 
names of colored people on its books, each 
having a credit from a few dollars to forty 
or more; that the negro respects education 
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—even if he is unable to read himself, he 
wants, with all the determination of his 


soul, that his children shall be educated; 


that the merchants say that they are buying 
better and better goods, are learning the 
value of money, are exercising wiser judg- 
ment, are becoming farmers and mechanics, 
are becoming better men. 

These items, taken from a long article, 
show the bright light glowing in that local- 
ity. Of course the writer gives some dark 
touches to the picture, and thus modified, 
it may be repeated of thousands of places 
throughout the South. Some of our friends, 
we fear, look too much upon the dark side. 
There is a dark side, and it isdense. Butif 
we can only continue and enlarge the sphere 
of these bright spots, and kindle others in 
new localities, the time will come when the 
light will displace the darkness and the 
dawn of the new era willcome. Friends of 
the negro race, patriots and Christians! fur- 
_ nish the oil for these bright spots and help 
to multiply them.— The American Missionary. 


THE “ WATER-DRAGON.” 


Some American fire-extinguishers and 
hand-grenades were recently sent to our 
-inissionaries at Wuchang, and arrived there 
in good condition. The Rev. 8. C. Partridge 
thus describes a trial of an extinguisher: 
“Of course we had to get up an exhibition, 
and it fell to my lot to erect the customary 
pagoda of dry-goods boxes, straw, kerosene, 
tar and other inflammables on our compound. 
We secured a roaring fire, which illuminated 
all our corner of Wuchang, and at the proper 
moment one of the clergy appeared with the 
engine on his back and ‘nobly fought the 
flames’ to the great delight of the assembled 
crowd. The extinguisher is known in our 
heathen tongue, literally, as ‘ the medicine- 
water water-dragon.’ ” 


FRAGMENTS. 


There are 1,000 Christian Chinamen 
connected with the Congregational missions 
in California and Oregon. 

In 1860, Nebraska had 28,000 popu- 
lation and no railroads; in 1888, 1,200,000 
population and 5,000 miles of railroad.

The average wages of many Japanese 
do not exceed ten cents a day. In the last 
year Japanese converts of the various relig- 


ious bodies have given to mission work nearly 
$27,000. 


The Rev. S. A. Selwyn, a son of the 
late Bishop Selwyn, is vicar of St. James’, 
Hatcham, London. He has built two mis- 
sion chapels, and he and his two curates 
keep these and the parish church crowded. 
Every Sunday they have ten services. 


The Home for Chinese Girls in 
San Francisco, supported by the Presby- 
terians, has sheltered 224 girls, of whom 
sixty-one have been married into homes of 
their own. Of more than thirty at present 
there, few have any recollection of a mother. 


The new and spacious buildings of 
the Moravian Leper Home at Jerusalem, are 
now paid for. Mr. and Mrs. Muller are still 
at the head of the establishment, assisted by 
two volunteer ladies from Germany and a 
native catechist, Elias Daughan. Three of 
the inmates have died during the year, two 
of them rejoicing exceedingly in Christ and 
His redemption. 


Dr. Valpy French, who about a year 
ago resigned the see of Lahore, has since 
been visiting various mission stations in 
Persia, Asiatic Turkey and Palestine. After 
spending a short time in England, he in- 
tends to resume his old work in India, as a 
plain travelling missionary. He is familiar 
with several Indian languages, and is a man 
full of the Apostolic spirit. 


—— Wonderful things have been accom- 
plished during the last twenty years among 
the Bechuana tribes in south-eastern Africa. 
The Christian chief at Shashong is doing his 
best to put an entire end to witchcraft and 
the objectionable native dances. He has 
also prohibited the liquor traffic, and has 
lately expelled two white men from his 
country for endeavoring to introduce the 
brandy in which they trade.

THE CHILDREN AT WORK. 
A MEETING OF THE JUNIOR AUXILIARY IN WESTERN NEW YORK. 


Our meeting on Wednesday afternoon was a great success. The children 
were enthusiastic. _We had certainly two hundred there, and most of them were 
members of one of the six societies. The reports were well read, and the socie- 
ties have been doing real work this first winter. Some of the secretaries were 
sixteen or seventeen years old, while others were only twelve, and the boys in 
reading their papers and reports did so well we were proud of them. The Junior 
Branch is in earnest. 


HELPING HANDS. 


Three years ago I collected the older girls in St. Paul’s Sunday-school, and 
formed a society called the ‘“‘ Helping Hand.” I talked with you about it, and 
you suggested that twenty dollars would pay for a little colored girl’s support in 
Mr. Joyner’s school at Rock Hill, 8. C. We took this. We made useful and 
fancy articles which the girls, in turn, took in a box to members of the parish, 
selling what they could. We raised more than the twenty dollars the first 
winter—from October to May. 

Last year we raised seventy-seven dollars and promised to give Mr. Joyner 
one hundred for his school. We also sent our little girl Christmas cards and 
presents. 

Now this year’s report is just handed in. I send it to you for the encour- 
agement of others. We have made up the hundred dollars for Mr. Joyner; but 
he had to give up his school, and go to Columbia, and the girls have just sent him 
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twenty dollars for his new work. The little girls of eight, who take out the box, 
sometimes bring in the most money and orders for aprons, etc. 
I hope this may encourage others to connect themselves with the good 


work of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 


THE COLORED MISSION AT EASTOVER. 

Mrs. CLArxson, the missionary teacher, 
writes: ‘‘ Our offerings were good consider- 
ing the poverty of our people. Thus far I 
have seven dollars and sixty cents, but they 
are still bringing in their little gifts. Some 
were in the shape of eggs, which I paid for. 
But sadly did we miss our dear pastor, 
though most fully did I realize the com- 
munion of saints. 

““Mr. Joyner has appointed to come down 
on Friday to hold his first service for us. 
We will have a busy day on Sunday. Be- 
sides the Lord’s Supper there will be Bap- 
tism at Saul Chapel, and in the afternoon I 
will go with him to St. Stephen’s, six miles 


down the road, and the Communion will be 
administered again. 

“‘T do not know that I ever mentioned 
that we have now a Communion service, the 
goblet of silver given us by my sister, and I 
bought a plate (not real silver) with offer- 
ings our people have made from time to 
time, principally in chickens. Now we are to 
try fora rug for the chancel, and a covering 
of some sort for the aisle. I know you are 
interested in all missionary work, therefore 
it is I write of these things. My children 
had for their Lent work to clear out the 
grove in which our chapel and school-Louse 
are situated. They have done it very nicely, 
and finished before Easter-Day.” 


VIRGINIA. 


HOPE CHAPEL, MANCHESTER. 

Tue Reverend J. J. Clopton writes, on 
June 10th, 1889: ‘‘ I will write you an ac- 
count of the work in Hope Chapel, colored 
mission, which you visited last winter. The 
parochial school has closed, and I send you 
the teacher’s report for March, April and 
May. I baptized three children the last time 
T held service at the chapel. 

‘¢T want to enlist your sympathy for the 
work. During the vacation of a former stu- 
dent, now the Rev. W. L. Burwell, he en- 
closed the chapel lot, put pews in the church, 
and painted the outside of the chapel. Since 
then we have had to have the lot filled in to 
be on a level with the street. Owing to the 
fact that the lots on either side of us have 
not been filled in, it, of course, left our fence 
worse than we would like to have it. 

‘‘Now what I want to do is to paint the 
chapel outside, overhaul and whitewash, 
plaster, stain, paint, oil and varnish wood- 
work inside, build a small flue for stove, 
and put the fence straight, then get the 
Bishop to consecrate the building. 

‘‘T hope you can get kind friends to help 
us in this matter. Ithink one hundred dol- 
lars would do the work. 

¢*The children will have the closing ex- 


ercises of the sewing-school this afternoon. 
They used the mite chests for Foreign and 
Domestic missions during Lent, and accu- 
mulated between eight and nine dollars, 
which was very good work. 

‘¢T witnessed the closing exercises of the 
parochial school and they were very inter- 
esting and creditable; notably the singing 
of the Lord’s Prayer.”

The 
collections taken up in the Sunday-school 
generally average between eleven and twelve 
cents a Sunday.

The sewing-school has been kept up; each 
child has had as many as three pieces of 
work, some five and some six pieces. They 
have now sewing and drawing to be had on 
exhibition at the closing. 

The school closed on Friday, with quite 
a pleasant little number present to enjoy 
the exercises. Stormy weather prevented a 
large attendance on the part of both scholars 
and parents. 


WOMAN’S WORK. 


The closing exercises consisted of a portion 
of Evening Prayer, then of speeches, solos 
and choruses. The Lord’s Prayer was 
beautifully chanted by a number of little 
girls. The most interesting feature of the 
evening was that of a school taught from 
the chart exercises by a very small girl, Mary 
Johnson, age five years. 

Calisthenics by the school closed the exer- 
cises, and the movements were gracefully 
and almost perfectly made. 

The scholars are earnest and devoted 
workers, which is plainly demonstrated by 
the sum they (poor as they are) raised in 
their mission boxes. 

The collections during the year have been 
small; a part given to Miss Helen J. King, 
and the remainder used in purchasing oil, 
broom, cord, nails, crayon, wood, etc. 

The sewing department of the school will 
have its closing later in the summer.

SOUTH DAKOTA. 


WHY BRANCHES OF THE AUXILIARY SHOULD 
NOT BE DISTURBED IF THEY DO NOT 
RECEIVE PROMPT ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF 
BOXES OR LETTERS. 

Tue Rev. F. Weddell writes from St. Eliza- 
beth’s, Standing Rock Reserve, May 14th: 
“Your letter of April 2d came to-day with 
the box. I had been looking for it in order 
that I might acknowledge its receipt. Some 
of our Eastern friends do not realize that it 
takes a long time to get an answer from 
here. We have our mail only once in two 
weeks, when the Indians go for their rations. 
We get mail, freight and express from the 
post-office, which is at one of the stores at 
Fort Yates, thirty-eight miles distant from 
St. Elizabeth’s. Fort Yates is sixty miles 
from Bismarck. Freight is brought by stage 
or boat, and the charges are enormous. Then 
I pay the Indians when they bring anything 
from ,Fort Yates to me. Thus the whole 
charge from Bismarck here is almost as great 
as the railroad freight charge. 

‘‘To give you an idea of the impossibility 
of receiving a quick reply from here—sup- 
pose some one sends me an important letter 
which requires (or where mails are easily ac- 
cessible would be considered as requiring) 
an answer at once. It reaches the post-office 
at Fort Yates Monday evening, we will say. 
The Indian who brings my mail left there in 


the morning, so that I cannot get my letter 
for fifteen days after that. I write an an- 
swer immediately, but wait nine days before 
I can send it to the post-office. It takes 
two or three days to get there, perhaps lies 
there over Sunday, then one day to the rail- 
road, and at last my reply to the urgent letter 
is on its way, my friend having waited per- 
haps more than a month for it. 

‘‘Please convey my hearty thanks to the 
ladies’ missionary society of your church for 
this valuable gift toward St. Elizabeth’s 
school. It is with somewhat childish inter- 
est we open and look over the contents of 
any box sent, because we see so little variety 
of things. 

‘‘The settlement of Indians here is quite 
widely scattered, the farthest family belong- 
ing to my immediate congregation being 
seven or eight miles distant. There are 
others four, five, or six miles away, the 
nearest family being a little less than half a 
mile. 

‘We have begun work at what is called 
the Black Feet Camp, twenty-five miles north 
toward the Agency. Six persons were con- 
firmed there during the Bishop’s visit, the 
5th of this month. The people there very 
much want a chapel, but the camp may soon 
be broken up, if the Indians take their land 
in severalty. On that account the Rishop

has decided that he cannot strengthen the 
work there in that way. 

““My people here are doing very well. 
They are building better houses. I told one 
young man, whois just finishing a new house, 
that he ought to whitewash it. ‘If you give 
it to me,’ he replied. I answered that I 
would give half. He agreed to my proposal, 
and I think when he has whitewashed his 
house, that others will follow his example. 
Some have muslin or flour-sacks sewed to- 
gether tacked up on the inside of their 
houses, which makes them look much better. 
They are very fond of pictures, too, to tack 
up. May I take this occasion to make an 
appeal for them? Any kind or description 
of picture would please them highly; news- 
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paper pictures, advertising cards, anything. 
They serve to make their poor houses 
brighter, 

‘‘On the sixth inst. the Bishop ordained 
fourteen persons here. 

‘“We have a branch of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, one year old, or a little more. They 
have bought a carpet which has just come. 
It is for the chancel end of the church. 
There is no chancel, but a platform. They - 
are now working fora font. If any one else 
should help to procure it, I am sure we all 
would be thankful. 

“‘The Bishop has just relieved me from 
visiting the Cheyenne Reserve missions, five 
of which have been temporarily under my 
charge since last fall.” 


CHINA. 


WUCHANG—THE WOMAN’S HOSPITAL AT WORK 
—A WALL NEEDED. 


Dr. Hasuep writes: ‘‘On March 25th the 
Woman’s Hospital was opened for dispensary 
work. Until the Church of the Nativity is 
completed we cannot take in-patients, as the 
large ward is used for church purposes. 

‘*On the first day came seven; the second, 
fourteen; the third, twenty-six. Thirty-one 
is the most we have had in one afternoon, so 
far. I hope the number will not be more 
than that for some time. 

‘My mornings are devoted to the study 
of the language, which will not brook neg- 
lect. The dispensary work is in the after- 
noon. I find that Miss Wong and I do very 
nicely without any extra help, so I shall not 
need the young woman of whom I wrote you 
in my last. 

“The hospital, as it now stands, has no 
bath-rooms, or rooms to store the clothes of 
the patients as they come in. These are an 
absolute necessity, as those who come are, 
mostly, neither clean nor nice. J am plan- 
ning to put a veranda on the south side and 
west end, and on this partition the rooms 
needed. I think I have money sufficient for 
this. 

‘‘Ag you no doubt know, the ground which 
the Board gave 100 taels to buy has been se- 
cured—the part with the filthy pond. The 
grounds are large and pleasant, but around 
them there is no wall. This is needed on 
the sides that face the street, soon; the 
others can wait, Walls are essentials here, 


not only for comfort, to keep the crowd from 
staring, or for safety, to prevent intruders 
coming in, but for—I suppose I may say— 
respectability. In other words, they are the 
proper thing to have. You cannot see into 
Chinese houses from the outside. The streets 
are lined oneach side by high walls, and the 
windows are too high for you to see in. 

“The secretary of the woman’s auxiliary 
in Indianapolis wrote last summer, asking 
what they could do. I told them to send 
towels, bedticking, etc., or money for such 
articles, if they could. I have not heard 
what they decided. I shall need the things 
in October.* 

“One little boy, who was suffering from 
some skin disease, came one afternoon. I 
gave him some medicine. In a few days he 
came again for more medicine, and said that 
it had helped him so much, would we please 
send his mother something that would do 
her good. We asked what was the matter 
with his mother. ‘Heartache,’ he replied. 
Thinking it was their very common com- 
plaint, dyspepsia, and that he had made a 
mistake, we inquired as to the cause of the 
heartache. His reply was, ‘Worry; she 
worries all the time.’ Miss Wong told him 
to tell his mother to come to see us, we could 
then tell better what to do for her. She 
came. Money was the only medicine she 
wished. What a common ache, from the 
same cause, lack of money!”
